The growth of the scientific 
spirit, with the stress which it lays 
upon individual investigation, and the 
methods pursued by the schools all 
foster a spirit which, to put it mildly, 
is not the spirit of reverence. There 
Is, however, another and more offen¬ 
sive way in which this spirit shows 
itself: the habit of making sacred 
literature the source of ill-bred wit 
and parody: of twisting words or texts 
about which cluster the most solemn 
memories, until they do duly as head¬ 
lines for a newspaper or title for a 
cartoon. In a recent story the words, 
“Thy faith hath made thee whole,” 
are used In a jocose way; a publisher 
culls attention to a. hook by heading 
his advertisement of it with the line, 
"Consider the lilies of the field"; and 
a dealer in small wares displays above 
his shelves the sign, “Ask and ye shall 
receive,” and most of ins customers 
smile and regard il as a jtood joke. 
It is not the Bible which suffers from 
this flippant treatment; il Is the per¬ 
sons who make it I lie arsenal of their 
cheap wit and crude humor; and it 
Is the spirit of reverence Itself. We 
should like to recommend to all our 
readers, and particularly to our young 
readers, the rule, "Never to treat light 
iy or to make ridiculous anything 
which is sacred to others.” 

There are few, if any, rules of eon- 
duet more important and yet more 
neglected than that of promptness in 
keeping appointments. Time Is cheap, 
and we are apt to think we can filch 
it as we will. Hut It is always our¬ 
selves we rob, not time. The old fel¬ 
low with the scythe ever gets all that 
is coming to him. And there is many 
a had scar on our fortunes when lie 
has had to prod us up to the mark. 
Maybe you can waste your own time 
by being late In keeping engagements, 
and feel that the loss, if any, Is your 
own affair. But it Is also the affair 
of the man you keep waiting. You 
waste his time, too. If your time Is 
worthless, maybe his is not. He may 
conclude that Ills time Is worth more 
to him than you are. It Is easy to 
drop Into the habit of careless, disre¬ 
gard of exact time. Perhaps most 
people have an easy way of thiuklug 


that any time within a half-hour or 
an hour of the time appointed will 
do very well. In many cases it does 
not matter. But one never knows un¬ 
til afterward whether it matters or 
not. And through false politeness wo 
are usually assured that it does not I 
matter even when it does. It may he J 
hard to acquire the fixed habit of I 
always being on time, but it can be 
done and it Is worth while to do it.' 
Great business men have this habit.! 
Napoleon would not have been Napo- !

Men of great affairs, whose time is 
most completely taken up, are usually 1 
on time.

Wid# Difference in the United States 
and in Otller Countries. 

I There is a wide difference between 
the scope of the word “census" In 
, the United Stutes and in other coun¬ 
tries. Tlie American census is an iu- 
i valuable national “account of stock,” 

! costing the American people, in 1900, 
$11,854,817.91, and embracing extend¬ 
ed inquiries concerning population, 
mortality, agriculture, and manufae- 
] tures. Each of these topics is eou- 
sidered a legitimate part of census In¬ 
vestigation, and receives equal care 
and consideration. In most other cen¬ 
sus-taking countries the census is 
much less comprehensive, being geu- 
' erally confined to an enumeration of 
population by sex, age, nativity, con¬ 
jugal condition, occupation, etc., to¬ 
gether with, in some cases, details 
j concerning number and kind of dwell- 
! lugs. 

In Europe, up to 1901, only five 
countries—France, Hungary, Germany, 
Denmark, and Belgium -had taken in¬ 
dustrial censuses; and these, although 
including some valuable data not se¬ 
cured in tlie United States, were much 
less comprehensive than our census 
j of manufactures, In France and Hun¬ 
gary nothing more was undertaken 
than (ho collection of information re¬ 
lating to tlie occupation and personal 
condition of employers and employes. 
« The German industrial census paid 
but little attention to the personal con¬ 
dition of employes, hut called for a 
detailed statement of tlie kind of es¬ 
tablishment, and tlie motive power 
and machinery used. Tlie ‘ Danish 
census was, in the main, similar to tlie 
German, hut omitted machinery, and 
asked for tlie wages paid to employes, 
j classified by kind of work done. The 
most detailed and comprehensive of 
European industrial censuses is tlie 
one taken by Belgium in 1890. This, 
like the French and Hungarian cen¬ 
suses, comprised detailed information 
regarding the occupation and personal 
condition of employes, ami in addition 
called for tlie hours of labor and perl- 
’ ods of rest, tlie wages and method of 
payment, the kind of products, and 
the motive power.—Century.

| eats. 

Tlie virtues of the species of basil 
(Ocymum viride) now known as the 
mosquito plant are attracting atten¬ 
tion in England. An army officer has 
recently given a growing plant to tlie 
I Botanical Gardens at Kew. He ob¬ 
tained it in Nigeria, where lie says it 
is known to drive mosquitoes from its 
neighborhood, and the natives use an 
infusion of its leaves as a cure for 
malarial fevers. Its virtues are known 
in India also, as a border of it, was 
planted round the Victoria Garden in 
Bombay because the workmen were 
postered by mosquitoes and suffered 
from malaria.

WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF ACCIDENT. 
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BY AN AMEULANCE EXPERT.

A Title knowledge may be a danger- 
•otts thing—yet It may well save a life 
in an emergency, ’The man who knows 
that a certain poison Is good to take 
for a certain sudden illness, and yet 
•is hazy, as to the correct dose, is 
liable, if he trusts to his little knowl¬ 
edge, to do damage; on the other hand, 
the man who can lay his fingers in¬ 
stantaneously on an artery may keep 
life in a wounded friend whom, if 
left to himself, death would claim 
inevitably in half a minute. 

Let us proceed to imagine, without 
more ado, all inauner of emergencies, 
and to state the host thing to lie done 
In the circumstances. For the pur¬ 
pose of argument. let us take the ease 
of an imaginary Mr. A., and forthwith 
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A BROKEN COLLAR CONE. 

break nearly all the hones in his body, 
dislocate his joints, sprain liis ankles, 
cut ldin about, suffocate him, and 
hang him leaving him after every 
round, so to speak, comfortably laid 
out, awaiting the skilled hand of the 
practised doctor. 

In ease of an emergency, do all 
within your power and within your 
knowledge, and send for the doctor 
—this is the golden rule. Do noth¬ 
ing without knowledge, and always 
send for the doctor; for the damage, 
in nine eases of accident out of ten, 


sot the hone properly. This simply 
means putting the broken ends of the 
hone in the best position to heal by 
the natural process. If the presence 
of a doctor is out of the question for 
days, this you may have to attempt 
yourself—though, if you have had no 
experience, it is a bad lookout for 
Mr. A.! 

In ease of a compound fracture, the 
place must lie examined immediately, 
the bleeding stopped, and the wound 
cleared of all dirt, rinsed well with 
water, preferably that which lias been 
boiled first and allowed to cool, to 
which a little antiseptic has been ad¬ 
ded. Then dress the wound with a 
pad of lint -dipped in carbolic oil, and 
bandage as before. Or remove the 
dirt with a dry cloth, and apply a 
dry rag. so that the blood shall wash 
the wound. It will form into a clot 
—nature’s plaster—when the place is 
to he firmly bandaged. 

This main treatment is to lie applied, 
in modified form, to all kinds of 
broken bones. Mr. A. breaks u collar 
hone. His shoulder falls forward, 
downwards, and inwards, and he is 
noticed to support the elbow of his 
injured limb with the other hand. A 
touch of your finger detects the break. 
At once you put a broad pad—a gin¬ 
ger-beer bottle, or its like, serves ex¬ 
cellently—beneath the arm-pit of the 
injured side, which extends the up¬ 
per arm, and the broken outer part of 
the collar bone, outwards, away from 
the side; and then, when the arm is 
put into a broad sling, the weight is 
taken off the shoulder by the raising 
of tln> elbow. Tills bandage is fasten¬ 
ed around the body and above the el¬ 
bow, another is applied in such a 
way that all movements is prevented. 
It is very simple, and the patient is 
tints at once made comfortable.

is a good deal more than meets the 
eye. 

To begin with breaks, suppose Mr. 
A. breaks a bone. Possibly lie laments 
so loudly that you think lie is sham¬ 
ming. How are you to make sure 
about the broken hone? First, there 
Is necessarily a certain amount of 
pain, though it may not lie severe; 
■but a surer sign is the loss of the 
power of movement. If it is a limit 
bone that is broken, the limb will lie 
helpless. The part will he bruised 
and swollen, perhaps badly discolored. 
Its shape and position will he un¬ 
natural. there will lie false movements 
Where no joints should he. nnd last 
!ly, there is "crepitus,” the eiirimis. un 
imistnknlile. grating sensation when 
the broken parts are joined nnd rub 
bed together. 

The golden rule is "gentleness.” You 
cannot lie too gentle, or you may 
•convert a simple fracture, n simple 
break of the hone, into a compotu; 
fracture, when the muscles and skin 
Wc broken also, so Unit tin' bone lie 
-comes visible. Mr. A. must on no 
account be moved until tlu» broken 
part is put into supports or splints. 
Even if you doubt whether there is 
a fracture it does no harm nnd is a 
wise precaution to put the part into 
splints—in ease it should lie a frac¬ 
ture. 

At once, then, put the patient into 
ft natural position, and apply splints

to raiment. Anything does for a splint 
that will keep the bones in their prop¬ 
er position, and the broken part rigid 
—newspapers, walking sticks, broom- 
handles, umbrellas, billiard cues, 
pieces of wooden boxes, cricket bats, 
swords—anything solid, almost. If 
possible, place padding—cotton, wool, 
anything soft—inside the splints, and 
tie in place by handkerchiefs, ropes, 
string, straps, ties, braces—anything 
handy—one above, and one below the 
seat of injury. This is the general 
doctrine. 

Now make Mr. A. as comfortable 
as possible until the doctor comes to

arm. A broken fore arm is treated in 
just, tlie same way; it is put inti 
splints, supported across the chest h\ 
a broad comfortable bandage, care 
being taken to keep the thumb up¬ 
wards. 

It is a more serious matter if he 
breaks his thigh, for this is the worst 
of all possible breaks. He should on 
no account lie moved until safely put 
into splints. It is wise first to pull 
the leg very gently downwards, to 
adjust the hones somewhat, then to 
apply a long splint, like a broom, 
from the arm-pit to the foot. The leg 
is extended, the heel down. The 
splint is made fast—not over the In¬ 
jury—and the legs are tied firmly to¬ 
gether. 

In the case of a broken knee-cap, 
there Is a very severe pain, and the 
break may he felt under the skin. The 
knee must lie straightened, and all 
movements prevented by a long splint 
made fast behind (he knee. This is 
a very nasty accident, and surgical 
treatment of the most expert kind will 
lie needed. 

As to broken ribs, if there is bleed¬ 
ing from the lungs, it is a bad case. 
The inexperienced can do no more 
until the surgeon comes, than to keep 
the patient quiet in tied, giving him 
small pieces of ice to suck, to stop the* 
bleeding, or sips of cold water. Rut 
when It is a simple fracture, It is 
necessary to bandage the chest com¬ 
pletely with a binder, wound round 
and round, to support the ribs, with¬ 
out interfering with the breathing. 

If Mr. A. is of a pugilistic disposi¬ 
tion. he Is able to suffer from a 
broken Jaw. In this case you stop 
any bleeding by putting Ice, if pos¬ 
sible, In his mouth, and simply place 
a pad beneath his jaw, and tie it fast

SOME HENTS ON HOW TO LESSEN THE 

W0RR3ES OE WASHING AND IRONING. 


A domestic “blue Monday” washing day lias been very appropriately 
called, and many a woman would like to see it stricken from the calendar. 
Hut we fear that this may only be looked for about the same time as that 
other blissful state of things when “every day’ll he Sunday by and by.” But 
to make washing day as easy as possible go about it in the right way, and 
the work will be much lessened. 

In the first place, don't wash on Monday, but on Tuesday. This will 
sne you time to look over the clothes, remove stains and put them in soak. 
Nobody wants to do tills on Sunday, so generally the clothes are thrown 
into tlie tub, and tlie stains, coming in contact with the soapsuds, become 
indelibly set. Scalding with hot water before washing will remove many a 
stain, and soaking in sour milk or lemon julc. will do much for those which 
appear almost hopeless. If an ink stain is plunged into sour milk at once 
or rinsed in clear water and then allowed to stand in lemon juice and salt 
tlie spot will often disappear. Of course tills applies only to white clothes 
ami must he done immediately, before the ink has had time to dry. 

bite clothes should he put to soak over night in cold water. The addi¬ 
tion of a little kerosene to this water helps wonderfully to loosen the dirt, 
and, everything having been prepared the day before, the washing will he 
easier. !• lannels should not he soaked, but washed in warm—not hot—water 
with the best white laundry soap. Care should bo taken to have the rinse 
water of tlie same temperature as the wash water, as sudden changes from 
warm to cold shrink the flannels. They shot" : be wrung very dry and then 
shaken and pulled out und dried in a warm place as quickly as possible. 
M oolens, moreover, should not be scrubbed on a board, but rubbed with tlie 
bauds and drawn through them. If these rules are observed woolen under¬ 
wear will shrink very little in washing. 

Having disposed of the flannels, wash the white clothes next and the 
colored things last of all. Have the water as hot as the hands will boar. 
1 he addition of a tablespoonful of some good washing powder or soap jolly 
make the process easier. To make a satisfactory soap jelly shave up a 
pound bar of laundry soap, put it In a largo pan or pot together with half a 
pound of washing soda and pour over It a gnllon of cold water. Allow it to 
come to a boil, then turn into a stone jar to cool. This keeps and will last 
some time. A good handful of it in the wash water will make a fine lather, 
and the washing goes beautifully. Old fashioned housekeepers boil their 
white clothes while others claim that this is not necessary.
